THE QUEEN AND THE PRINCE 
AND PRINCESS OF WALES. 


THE QUEEN commanded on Wednesday week that 
the Court should wear mourning for one week for the 
late President of the United States. 
The Rev. Dr. Barclay, of Edinburgh, conducted 
Divine worship in Balmoral Castle on Sunday fore- 
noon, in the presence of the Queen, the Duke and 
Duchess of Connaught, and the members of the 
Court. He subsequently preached in Crathie church. 
The Balmoral pew was unoccupied. In the Aber- 
geldie pew there were the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, Lord Rowton, Dr. W. H. Russell, and the 
lwlies and gentlemen of the suite. ‘The weather was 
fiuc, and the attendance in church was large. 
On Monday the Queen visited Braemar. The 
Weather was unfavourable, rain falling heavily soon 
atter the Royal party started. Her Majesty was 
accompanied by Princess Beatrice and the Dowager 
Marchioness of Ely. Fresh horses were provided at 
the Fite Arms Hotel, and the drive was continued by 
the Mar Lodge road and across the Dee by the 
Victoria Bridge, at which a short stay was made. 
The Queen afterwards honoured Mrs. George Clark 
With a call at Allarquoich House. In returning to 
raemar the same route was taken, and when the 
Orses were again changed at the village, and the 
ween drove over to Balmoral, an unusually lar 
Crowd cheered. These greetings were graciously 
acknowledged. Princess Beatrice appeared somewhat 
pale, a circumstance due to her recent indisposition.

PRESIDENT GARFIELD’S SUCCESSOR: GENERAL ARTHUR. 


JAMES ABRAM GARFIELD WAS BORN 
on Хоу» 19, 1831, in Orange Township, Cuyahoga 
County, Ohio, about eighteen miles from the city of 
Cleveland. His mother was a native of New Hamp- 
shire, while his father came of Massachusetts 
stock, and traced his family back to 1635, when his 
ancestor, Edward Garfield, was one of the proprietors 
of Waterton,and came with Governor Winthrop to 
find freedom of conscienco in New England. The 
President's father, Abram Garfield. settled in the 
Ohio forest about a year before the birth of his 
youngest child, James Abram; bought a tract of 
wooded land, built a log-hut, and in three years had 
cleared a portion of the forest, and begun the culti- 
vation of the soil. When his corn was in the ear 
‘the neighbouring woods caught fire, and threatened 
to destroy the ripening crop. Mr. Garfield, by great 
exertion, threw up a dyke of fresh earth between 
the corn and the fire. His crop was saved, but the 


farmer, overheated and wearied, became chilled 
while returning to his hut, and died of inflammation 
of the throat. 
THE MOTHER 

was left with two sons and two daughters, and passed 
through extraordinary struggles and privations. She 
tilled the land with the oxen which her husband had 
left her, made her children’s clothing with her own 
hands, and clothed the children of a neighbouring 
shoemaker, who, in return, made boots for her 
little ones. 

President Garfield told one of his biographers that 
at from three to ten years of age he attended school 
daily ; but after ten he worked in the summer on the 
farm. He gained his first prize at the age of four. 
It was a

given to the best reader in the primary class. He 
eagerly read all his mother's scanty stock of books, 


learnt to recite by heart almost the whole of the 
* English reader," borrowed “ Robinson Crusoe,”

States," and Pollock's solemn poem on the ‘‘ Course 
of Time." But his favourite work in “ Josephus” 
was “Тһе Wars of the Jews," and he was never tired 
of poring over accounts of battles and adventures by 
sea and land. Much later in life, when he had become 
a distinguished member of Congress, he said :—**I 
tell you I would rather now command a fleet in a 
great naval battle than be anything else on this earth. 
The sight of a ship still fills me with a strange 
fascination," He was strong in his boyhood, and 
was at one period consumed by a burning 


PASSION TO GO TO SEA. 


Professor S. Brainerd, for many years principal 
examiner in the United States Patent Office, relates 
a remarkable anecdote respecting young Gartield’s 
school days. The Professor, at the time to which 
he refers, was a teacher of ** Object Lessons” in the 
public schools of Cleveland. He was upon one 
occasion giving a public lecture, and endeavouring 
to show the advantages of education and industry 
under the free institutions of the United States. By 
way of illustration, he picked out from a crowd of 
youths a “barefooted, towheaded fellow,” remark- 
ing, ‘‘This boy, if he will only devote himself to 
study and take advantage of his opportunities, may 
yet be President of the United States." The “ boy” 
seemed to be more struck by the remark than any 
other of the audience, and soon after the lecture he 
presented himself as a pupil. ‘‘ That boy," said 
Professor Brainerd, when relating the story, “ is now 
General Garfield." 


AT THE AGE OF TWELVE 

the future President was set to work as a carpenter. 
This and farm labour developed his physical strength, 
so that by the time he was fifteen he could do a 
man's work. At this time he received an offer to ga 
to work for a black-salter, and the pay promised 
(14 dollars a month) led to his accepting it. Mrs. 
Garfield gave a reluctant consent, and James found 
the occupation not to his liking. Then began his 
yearnings for the sea, but his real cause of leaving 
was his being sneeringly referred to by his master’s 
daughter as a “ hired servant." Years afterwards, 
when James had become а man, he said :—‘“‘ That 
girl's cutting remark proved a great blessing to me. 
Í was too much annoyed by it to sleep that night; I 
lay awake under the rafters of that old farmhouse, 
and vowed, again and again, that I would be some- 
body ; that the time should come when that girl would 
not call me a *'hired servant." After his return 
home the youth contracted with his cousin to cut 
one hundred cords of wood for 25 dols. ‘The task was 
performed іп a tract of high woodland which cem- 
manded a view of the blue waters of Lake Erie and 
the shipping in the port of Cleveland. With his 
boyish love of nautical adventure freshly stimulated, 
he walked to Cleveland, and went on board a schooner 
lying at the quay to ask for employment. For- 
tunately, the schooner reeked with unsavoury smells, 
the skipper tumbled up drunk, and dismissed young 
Garfield with a volley of oaths. An hour later he 
had accepted from another cousin an engagement to

After his first © all-round” voyage between Cleve- 
land and Pittsburg, he was promoted to the post of 
bowman. During his three months on the canal he 
fell into the water no less than fourteen times, and 
then went back to his mother’s home in Orange, suf- 
fering from ague. She received him with joy, not 
having heard from him during his absence with the 
boats. 

Mrs. Garfield nursed her son for five months, and 
in the course of that illness and convalescence planted 
in his mind the 

SEEDS OF A NOBLER AMBITION. 


The schoolmaster added his advice, and with 11 dol. 
scraped together by his mother James Garfield 
walked to Geauga Seminary, fourteen miles off. This 
was in the spring of 1849. For some weeks young 
Garfield attended the academy regularly, and when 
he had made some little progress in his classes 
obtained employment at his original trade among the 
carpenters of the place. Thus, working at the bench 
mornings and evenings, and on Saturdays, he earned 
enough to pay his way. The desire for knowledge, 
meanwhile, had grown upon him, and he deter- 
mined to acquire all the education that it was 
possible for him to attain, and, above all things, 
to become a scholar. During the summer vaca- 
tion he laboured strenuously at the carpenter's 
bench. Thus, when the *' fall term opened, he had 
money enough laid by to pay his tuition fees, and by 
the end of the term had made such progress that he 
was ablein the wiuterto undertake the teaching of a 
district school. So, for a few years, season succeeded 
season, the fruits of his winter labours being suf- 
ficient, economically managed, to pay the necessary 
expenses for the spring and fallterms at the Academy. 
It was at this period that he one day tore his only 
pair of trousers, during some sports. In some per- 
plexity he approached his landlady, who consoled 
him by saying, 

“ When you go to bed one of the boys will bring 
down your trousers and I'll mend them. You 
mustn’t let such small matters trouble yon; you'll 
forget all about them when you become President. 

In addition, he still laboured as a carpenter in his 
spare hours, helping to roof and weather-board

houses within a stone’s throw of the Academy build- 
ings. The means thus obtained he carefully hus- 
banded, with the view of providing for his necessities 
whie going through a college curriculum; for the 
quondam canal-boat boy had determined to finish his 
education at one of the colleges of his native country. 
The Academy at Chester having now become too 
narrow for him, he removed to the town of Hiram, 
where he attended the Eclectic Institute, and, 
devoting himself to the

became the finest scholar in those languages the 
institute had ever housed within its walls. 


From Hiram Garfield went to Williams College, 
one of the places of learning in most repute in New 
England, at the head of which was the venerable 
Mark Hopkins. President Hopkins has since put on 
record his experience of the young man's college 
days. Hecame with an earnest desire for learning, 
he had great physical strength, was fond of athletic 
sports, learnt with facility and by honest and avowed 
work. There was no pretence of genius, or alter- 
nation of spasmodic effort and of rest, but a satis- 
factory accomplishment of what was undertaken.

that cast I was naturally opposed to. І found him 
to be a competent and eflicient officer, an earnest and 
devoted patriot, and а man of the highest honour." 
16 was at Murfreesboro that Garfield organised the

“ for gallant and meritorious services at the battle of 
Chickamauga,” in which, by his advice, the broken 
fortunes of the day had been in great part restored, 
and the army of the Cumberland saved from destruc- 
tion. His report to the President and Secretary 
Stanton of the nine months’ operations in Tennessee 
made so favourable an impression on Lincoln that 
Garfield, on coming to Washington with despatches, 
was induced to remain and take his seat 


IN THE UNITED STATES CONGRESS, 
to which he had been elected during his absence in 
the field by his native State. His period of service 
with the army amounted to two years and three 
months. 

It was on Dec. 5, 1863, when he crossed the 
threshold of Congress. Thenceforth, until his 
election to the Presidency on the second Tuesday 
in the November of 1880, otherwise during an 
interval of seventeen years, he took part, first, 
asa national representative, and afterwards as a 
senator, in the legislative labours sessionally carried 
on at Washington. From the very outset he 
assumed a prominent position among the leading 
debaters in Congress. As an orator he made his 
mark upon the instant. As a committee-man his 
services were invaluable. Having been

in 1860, he was, in the following ane admitted to 
practice in the Supreme Court of Ohio, and in 1866 
was summoned to the bar of the Supreme courts of 
the United States. So assiduously did he devote 
himself to the discharge of his public duties 
session after session, that at length, in 1867, after 
his stalwart frame and vigorous health became 
for a time impaired.

President Garfield was more than six feet in 
height, with broad shoulders, a massive head, and a 
robust, muscular frame. In his temperate and well- 
ordered existence the only form of dissipation was in 
long vigils over his books. Reading was his great 
passion and relaxation. ‘Pickwick’? he often 
began, but never finished, because he wished to keep

pocket, and in his recently published corre- 
spondence are long letters written from the scene 
of military operations, discussing minute shades 


of construction in the poet who left his shield | 


behind him.

. President was breathing heavily, and at increasing 
intervals. The doctors whispered to each other, but 
no other word was spoken. ‘The heavy breathing of 
the President continued for a short time, and then 
ceased. Consciousness did not return at all. Death 
was absolutely painless. When all was over, Mrs. 
Garfield quietly withdrew to her room. MHalf-an- 
hour later she returned, and sat silently upon the 
bedside, the tears running in floods over her cheeks, 
but still manifesting great self-control." 


Telegrams were immediately dispatched to the late 


President’s mother in Ohio, and to his sons, Harry 
and James, who were at Williams College.

touched by the Queen’s prompt messages of heart- 
felt sympathy with Mrs. Garfield. At a very early 
hour on the morning after the night the President 
breathed his last, the gzief-stricken widow at Long 
Branch received the following telegram from Queen 
Victoria :— 


*C Words cannot express the deep sympathy I feel 


with you at this terrible moment. May God support 
and comfort you as He alone can." 


Her Majesty's Queenly and Womanly tribute to 


the memory of the martyred President did not end 
here. On the Weduesday, the body of General 
, Garfield was removed by rail from Long Branch to 
Washington, amid & manifestation of profoundest 
.Yespect on the part of thousands who lined cach 
station, and stood by the roadside, and thronged the 
Washington Terminus. Mrs. Garfield and her 
eldest son, and President Arthur, were, of course, 
the observed of all observers. All Washington 
crowded the streets to see the hearse—President 
Lincoln's hearse—pass to the Capitol, to the music 
of ** Nearer, my God, to Thee!” There the remains 
of the General lay in State; and the wasted features 
were seen for the last time by many more thousands 


of citizens. The floral decorations of the bier were 
exceedingly beautiful and elaborate. One of the 
largest and most exquisite was one composed of white 
roses, smilax, and stephanotis, which was prepared 
and presented in the name of the Queen of England 


by the British Legation. It bore a card with the 


inscription, “ Queen Victoria to the Memory of the 
late President Garfield—an expression of her sorrow 


and her sympathy with Mrs. Garfield and the 
American Nation.” 


THE JOURNEY TO CLEVELAND. 


The Souvenir we present of Abraham Lincoln’s. 
Funeral Procession as it passed from the Capitol to 
the Dépótof the Baltimore and Ohio Railway on 
April 19, 1865, may be taken to depict pretty

accurately the scene witnessed on Friday, Sept. 23, 
when President Garfield's remains were borne on 
President Lincoln's hearse to the Railway Terminus 
for transmission to Cleveland. 

Mrs. Garficld and her family, after the Rotunda 
had been cleared, took a last view of General 
Garfield’s remains on the Friday afternoon, stayin 
about twenty minutes. Every one else retired while 
they comniuned with the dead alone. Mrs. Garfield 
then gave directions for arranging the Нота! tributes 
around the casket. At the head stood a broken 
column and at the foot the Queen's wreath, while 
on the casket were only palms. Profuse floral 
decorations surrounded them. 

President’ Arthur was present at the final funeral 
ceremonies in the Rotunda, whence the body was 
removed later on the Friday afternoon through dense, 
crowds of citizens who stood with bared heads to the 
Station, whence the special train started at 5.21 p.m. 

Yhroughont Friday se'nnight the funeral train 
moved on its westward journey through the 
Alleghany Mountains. ‘The bells were tolled in every 
town through which the train passed, the people 
standing with uncovered heads at all the stations to 
got a glimpse of the casket, whereon rested the 
Queen's wreath.

atten minutes to eleven o'clock on Monday night, 
Sept. 19. Although the end had been looked for 
with painful anxiety for so many weeks, it came 
suddenly at last. Colonels Swain and Rockwell 


remained with the President until about fifteen 
minutes past ten, when he awoke and said, 

“Оһ! Swain, what pain!” ‘Chen placing his 
hand on his heart, he added, “Can't you do some- 
“hing for me? Oh, Swain!” Colonel Swain im- 
mediately asked, Where? ” The President 
exclaimed, ©“ Oh! oh! Rockwell, taking the 
President's arm, said to Swain, **I am unable to 
find the pulse." Dr. Diss was summoned at once, 
and when he entered the room he found the President 
unconscious and substantially pulseless. His last 
words had been “ Tt hurts," ‘The action of the heart 
was almost indistinguishable. Dr. Bliss said at once 
that the President was dying, and directed that Mrs. 
Garfield (who had been out of the room for a quarter 
of an ihour, having retired for the night), and also 
the doctors, should be called, 
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Mrs. Garfield sat at an open car window in silence 
until Baltimore was reached, where the roadside was 
black with people. Some one reached out to pull 
down the shade. She thereupon put up her hand, 
saying, 

“ Do not pull the shade down. І want to sce the 
people. I am glad to see the people.” [Queen 
Victoria might take a hint from this natural 
incident.] She gazed at the crowds silently till 
darkness Set in. Then she sat with her face close 
to the window. At York, where the roadway was 
strewn with flowers, she pressed her face close to the 
ges After a long look at the passing crowd, she 
said, 

“ You do not know how I appreciate the kindness 
of these people.” 

Passing along the Susquehanna river, opposite 
Harrisburg, where there were greater crowds, she 
repeated the expression. Here she kissed her 
daughter Mollie, and said * Good night,” about nine 
o’clock, the girl sobbing with almost broken heart. 
Mrs. Garfield slept comparatively well, but was 
again at the car window by daylight. The Cleveland 
Committee saw her sad face at the window as the car 
came to Pittsburg Station. They bowed low and 
she acknowledged the salute gracefully. She then 
nerved herself tor leaving the train. It had literally 
run through a continnous line of mourners for 
636 miles, from Washington to Cleveland. 

The work of decoration of the catafalque and 
pavilion was completed late on Saturday night. 
General Garfield’s portrait was above the cofün, it 
being decided that the remains should not be exposed 
to view. The entire square was illuminated by 
electric lights. The coffin, with its surmounting 


wreath, was plainly seen from the surrounding 
portrait on a 


Streets. Beneath General Garfield's 
scroll was the inscription :— 
Life's race well run ; 
Life's work well done; 
Life's crown well won; 
Now comes rest. 
Throughout Sunday the population, in solemn 
procession, were marching through the pavilion 
viewing the casket, with its floral decorations. 
Queen's wreath was a prominent object of attraction, 
many remarking, 
© God bless her.” 


THE PRESIDENT'S CHIEF MOURNERS. 

The Queen’s wreath still surmounting the coffin, 
the remains were on Monday—which was kept as a 
solemn Fast-Day throughout the United States— 
taken from the town after a religious service to the 
Cemetery of Cleveland. The handsome Funeral Car, 
escorted by Artillery Sergeants, was drawn by 
twelve black horses, with white plumes. The 
100.000 mourners represented a mation of fifty 
million Republican mourners. А notable feature 
was President Garfield’s old regiment, the 42nd 
Ohio Volunteers. 

Mrs. Garfield, accompanied by her husband's 
mother and her own five children, rode in the 
procession; and were naturally honoured as chief 
mourners at the grave. 

Among the distinguished persons in the procession 
were ex-President Hayes, the Chief Justice and 
Associnte-Justices of the Supreme Court, Generals 
Sherman and Sheridan, the Governors of nearly 
all the States, many United States Senators and 
Congressinen, the members of President Garficld’s 
Cabinet, ex-Secretary Evarts, and many army and 
navy officers. Next to President Garfield’s remains, 
General Hancock (the unsuccessful Democratic enn- 
didhte for the Presidency) appeared to attract the 
most attention in Cleveland. 

General Garfield's grave is located on the most 
commanding spot in the Cleveland suburbs. Below 
it are two ornamental lakes. То the northward the 
outlook is over Lake Erie. It also overlooks General 
Garfield’s early home and Hiram College. When 
the grave was reached a prayer was delivered by the 
Chaplain of President Garfield’s regiment. A hymn 
was sung by the German Singing Society, and the 
President of Garfield’s College pronounced the 
benediction. The coffin was then deposited in the 
receiving vault, and will remain there until a built- 
in grave can be prepared. Over this there will soon 
rise a noble monument. 

A subscription fund has been opened at Cleveland 
for the late President’s venerable mother; and the 
sum the generous People of the United States are 
raising for the widow has reached noble proportions,

clergyman, who emigrated to this country from the 
county of Antrim, Ireland, in his eighteenth year, 
and died in 1875, in Newtonville, near Albany, after 
a long and successful ministry. 

Young Arthur was educated at Union College, 
Schenectady, where he excelled in all his studies. 
After his graduation, he taught a country school in 
Vermont for two years, 2nd at the expiration of that 
time cameto New York, with 500 dols. in his pocket, 
and entered the office of ex-Judge E. D. Culver asa 
student. After being admitted to the Bar, he formed 
a partnership with his intimate friend and room- 
mate Henry D. Gardiner. General Arthur soon 
afterwards married the daughter of Lieutenant 
Herndon, U.S.N., who was lost at sea. Congress 
voted a gold medal to his widow in recognition of the 
conspicuous bravery he displayed on that occasion. 
Mrs. Arthur died only a short time ago, leaving two 
children. 

General Arthur obtained considerable legal cele- 
brity in his first great case, the famous Lemmon 
suit, brought to recover possession of eight slaves 
who had been declared free by Judge Paine, of the 
Superior Court. Charles O’Conor espoused the 
cause of the slaveholders, but he too was beaten by 
Messrs. Evarts and Arthur, and a long step was 
taken toward the emancipation of the black race. 

Another great service was rendered by General 
Arthur in the same cause іп 1850. Lizzie Jennings, 
a respectable coloured woman, was put off a Fourth 
Avenue car with violence, after she had paid her 
fare. General Arthur sued on her behalf, and 
secured a verdict of 500 dols. damages. Тһе next 
day the company issued an orderto permit coloured 
persons to ride on their cars, and the other car com- 
panies quickly followed their example. Before that 
the Sixth Avenue Company ran a few special cars 
for coloured persons, and the other lines refused to 
let them nde at all. 

General Arthur was а delegate to the Con- 
vention at Saratoga that founded the Republican 
party.  P-evious to the war he was Judge-Ad- 
voeate of the Second Brigade of the State Militia, 
and Governor Morgan appointed him Engineer- 
in-Chief of his staff. In 1861 he was made 
Inspector-General, and soon afterwards became 
Quartermaster-Gencral. In each of these offices he 
rendered great service to the Government during 
the war. At theend of Governor Morgan's term 
he resumed the practice of the law, forming a part- 
nership with Mr. Ransom, and then Mr. Phelps, 
the District Attorney of New York, was added tothe 
firm. He now stands at the head of the firm of 
Arthur, Phelps, Knevals, and Ransom. He always 
tock a leading part in State and city politics. He 
was appointed Collector of the Port of New York by 
President Grant Хоу. 21, 1872, to succeed Thomas 
Murphy, holding the office until July 20, 1878, when 
he was succeeded by Collector Merritt, President 
Hayes removing Arthur because he stood in the way 
ot reform of the Civil Service. Since then he has 
devoted his time to his law business, and to State 
and national politics. He is a member of the Union 
League Club, where he has very many warm and 
devoted friends, and in person is tall, athletic, and 
handsome. His choice for the Republican nomination 
for Vice-President was made as a concession to the 
section of that party of which Mr. Conkling was the 
leader. Butthe American People will keep a keen 
eye on Arthur, and see that he does not in future give 
to Party what is intended for Mankind.

OPPOSING LICENSES. 
The high-handed action of the Constabulary 
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authorities in issuing a circular to the sub-inspectot 
of each district through the country, directing them 
to oppose strennously the renewal license certificate 
of publicans who had refused to supply refreshments 
or cars to the police, is causing considerable annoy- 
ance everywhere ; and has not, moreover, been pro- 
ductive of any good whatever, but is rather calcu- 
lated to further excite the publie mind against the 
authors of such spiteful proceedings. Furthermore, 
the stupid recurrent blunders of the Constabulary in 
carrying out their instructions in the matter is a 
source for much comment. 

It is ridiculous to imagine that the law should 
punish a man for not performing an act the result 
of which would inevitably be his own commercial 
ruin. 


THE FEELING AGAINST THE CONSTARULARY 
runs very high in Ireland at present ; and any trader 
supplying them with either cars for eviction duty or 
refreshments runs the risk of being “ Boycotted." 
To a small trader depending upon his daily receipts 
for the support of his family such a consequence 
would be most disastrous. If such arbitrary powers 
are conceded to the Constabulary authorities the 
Government should see that they do mot, in the 
execution of what they consider their duty, outstep 
the bounds of discretion and judgment.

AFGHANISTAN. 
VICTORY OF THE AMEER OVER 
AYOUB KHAN. 


We are indebted to a Correspondent of the Times 
for the following account of the important victory 
secured by Abdurrahman over Ayoub Khan :— 


* GULISTAN, Sept. 25.—On the 19th inst. the 
Ameer, finding great difficulty in obtaining flour 
for his troops, and unable to tempt Ayoub out of his 
position, shifted his camp about nine miles to the 
west. By this manceuvre he abandoned his line of 
command of a larger extent of country in order to be 
the better able to feed his troops, securing by his 
change of camp a position with abundance of water 
and mills. He was also within communication with 
Kelat-i-Ghilzai, but still had a line of retreat to 
Peshin open. He nlso obtained striking distance of 
the Herat road. During the next two days he 
remained quiet, while Ayoub transferred his camp 
from the east to the west of the city, end established 
his own head-quarters at Chilzina, three miles from 
Candahar, on the Herat road. Irom this point a 
ridge of very steep rocky hills runs to the south- west 
for four miles. То the east of it, a mile from 
Chilzina, lies Old Candahar, destroyed by Nadir 
Shah іп 1735. 1t is a complete ruin, but its wide 
ditch and massive ramparts still make it a formidable 
military position. Here Ayoub pinced his guns, his 
infantry holding the villages and Walled inclosures 
for a mile or more to his left front. In the open 
valley to the west of the hills he placed his Herati 
Horse and one Herati regiment, apparently to secure 
his retreat. 

AT DAYBREAK ON THE 22ND, 

the Ameer, whose head-quarters were at Karez-i- 
Niko, six miles to the south-west of Candahar and a 
mile anda half from the southern end of the hills, 
broke up his camp, intending to advance up to them 
and attack next day, but he appeared in the villages 
on his right, detaching his Ghilzai Horse to engage 
the Heratis in the valley to the west. On reaching 
the hills, Ayoub's guns on the southern rampart of 
the old city opened on him and the Ameer pushed 
forward to meet them. ; 

“ Ayoub placed his Candahari regiments in front; 
next to them the Ghazis, of whom he had nearly 
10,000; and in their rear two of the Amcer's Cabuli 
regiments, the third regiment being withthe baggage. 
The action seems to have gone on without any result 
for three or more hours, when the Cabulis suddenly 
opened Pas on the Ghazis and Candahars in their 
front. This 


TREACHERY DECIDED THE DAY. 
The Ghazis and Candaharis broke and fled, and two 
of the Herati regiments went over to the victor. 'l'he 
ilzai cavalry іп the meantime had routed the 
Ierati Horse and infantry in the valley west of the 
hills, but do not appear to have been able to hold the 
road, for Ayoub and his Sirdars escaped unopposed. 


THE LOSSES WERE SLIGHT ON BOTH SIDES, 
the Ameer having only forty or fifty killed and as 
many wounded, while the eg 4 had 250 7 Жу 
mostly Candaharis and Ghazis. The xe baggage, 
and fourteen guns fell into the victor’s hands, ‘The 
city opened its gates; the bazaars were partially 

lündered, with many merchants’ houses and the 
‘arsiwans’ quarters. The next day tho villagés іп 
the vicinity of the йү were given up to plunder in 
revenge for their inhabitants joining Ayoub. Nothing 
is said about lives being lost.

Two of them were drunk, 
and they quarrelled for the possession of a bottle of 
whisky which the other woman had. In the end, 
one of the disputants stabbed the other in the throat 
with a table-knife, causing immediate death.

LONDON WAIFS. 


* The Lights o' London? shine on human waifs 
quite as miserable as those who appeal to our pity in 
the great drama at the Princess's. For example, at 
the Clerkenwell Police Court last Saturday ‘Thomas 
Shines, aged fourteen, a printer’s boy, and Thomas 
Holland, aged twelve (who appeared to be in a 
thoroughly destitute condition, and was in a shock- 
ing state of dirt), were charged with disorderly con- 
duct and throwing mud and stones at foot passengers 
at Brook’s Market. It was stated by the police that 
these boys and a number of others were a great 
nuisance to the district in question, many of the 
residents complaining of damage to their property 
through their conduct. Mr. Wills, School Board 
oflicer for the Finsbury division, stated that the boy 
Holland (who had no shirt or hat, and was covered 
with vermin) was shamefully neglected by his 
mother, who was almost always drank. She had 
been a continual trouble to the police court, the 
School Board, and to the parish. Holland had a 
brother in the Shaftesbury training ship (sent there 
for felony), a sister in an industrial school at Mill- 
hill, and another brother who had just come out of 
prison. ‘The boy’s mother, who entered the court 
during the hearing of the case, addressed the 
Magistrate, and said if her ‘dear boy” was given 
up to her she would take him to the workhouse, and 
also goin herself. Her husband had been dead for 
some months. Mr. Hannay discharged the boy 
Shines, and sent Holland to the workhouse for a 
week, remarking that his case was a very sad one. 
He also requested Mr. Wills, in the meantime, to 
endeavour to arrange for the boy to be sent to an 
industrial school.
